1987 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 
of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the 
New Mangalore Port Trust hereby makes the fol¬ 
low tng regulations.— 

E These Regulations may be called the New 
Mangalore Port Trust Employees (Leave Travel 
Conte--ion) Amendment Regulations. 1987. 

2. In the New Mangalore Port Trust Employees 
(Leave Travel Concession) Regulations, 1980.— 

(!) In regulation 2, 

(i) Clause (h) shall be deleted and Clause (i), 
(k) and (1) shall be renumbered as (h), 
(i), (j) and (k) respectively. 

(ii) Explanation below clause (j) [to be renum¬ 
bered as (i) ] shall be substituted as 
follows :— 

“In the case of those employees who were 
already enjoying the benefit of leave travel 
concession before the commencement of 
these regulations, the block years of two 
and four as the case may be as applicable 
to them shall be continued for the pur¬ 
pose of regulating leave travel concession 
under sub-regulations (h) and (i) 

(2) In regulation 7 (i) Clauses (j) and (iv) shall 
be substituted as follows 

“ (i) Once in a block of two Calendar years 
' commencing from 1980 every employee and 
his family shall be entitled to avail the 
concession and Board shall meet actual 
fares. In every such case the journeys should 
be to the home town and back and the 
claim should be for both outward and re¬ 
turn journeys. The journey need not neces¬ 
sarily commence from or end at the Head¬ 
quarters of an employee either in his own 


case or in the case or his family. But 
the assistance admissible shall be the .amount 
admissible for the actual distance travelled, 
limited to the amount that would have 
been admissible had the journeys been per¬ 
formed between the headquarter and the 
home town of the employee”. 

(iv) Once in a block of four calendar years com¬ 
mencing from the year 1980 every employee 
and his family shall be entitled to avail of 
the concession for journeys to any place in 
India, subject to all other conditions laid 
down in the existing scheme and the re¬ 
imbursement of fare shall be allowed for 
the entire distance both ways. The four 
years block commences from 1980. The con¬ 
cession for travelling to any place in India 
If not utilised during a block of four 
years, could be carried forward to the first 
year of the next block of four years.” 

(3) In regulation 8 explanation below sub-Regu- 
lation (2) shall be substituted as follows 

“Explanation While availing of leave travel 
concession to visit any place in India, the 
employee ,and|or members of his family may 
visit the same place or different places of 
their choice.” 

(4) In regulation, 10, (i) Sub-Regulation shall be 
substituted as follows::— 

“(1) The fare shall be fare shown in Railway 
Fare Table.” 

(ii) In sub-regulation (3) (a) the clause (ii)' 

(a) and explanation below shall be substi¬ 
tuted as follows :— 

“(ii) (a) If the journey or a part thereof is 

made bv road. Board’s assistance shall be on 
the basis of the railway fare by the autho¬ 
rised Class or on the basis of the actual ex¬ 
penses whichever is less.” 

(b) Clause (b) shall be deleted. 

(iii) Sub-regulation (5) and note thereunder 
shall be substituted as follows :— 

“ (5) There is no objection to an employee or his 
family members availing themselves of concessional 
circular trip tickets offei'ed by the authorities in 
conjunction with the leave travel concessions. It 
shall also be permissible while utilising such a 
concessional ticket, to travel in any class, higher or 
lower than the entitled one. 

Note : In such cases also the employee shall be 
entitled-to reimbursement of the fare for 
the entitled lower Class actually used, by 
the shortest route.”. 

(iv) in sub-regulation (6) Clause (ii) shall be 
substituted as follows :— 

“Where an employee takes a scat or scats in a. 
Chartered bus, van or other vehicle operated by 
Tourism Development Corporations in the Public 
Sector, State Transport Corporations and Transport 
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Services run by other Government or local bodies, 
under the leave travel concession scheme to visit 
afty'-'place in India, the reimbursement may be 
either the actual higher charges on the chartered bus, 
or the amount rgihiburseable, had the journey 
to the - declared place of visit been undertaken by 
the eh titled class by rail by the shortest direct 
route whichever is less.” 

(v) In sub-regulation (7) , clause (ii) shall be 
deleted. 

In (vi) sub-regulation 8 shall be deleted and 
sub-regulation 9 shall be renumbered 
as 8. 

(vi) Note below sub-regulation 9 (renumbered 
as 8) shall be deleted. 

(5) In Regulation 11 (i) sub-regulation (2) , (1) 
and (6) shall be substituted as follows : 

“ (2) If he (r avels in a higher class than that to 
which he is entitled, Board’s assistasce shall he res¬ 
tricted to the fare of the appropriate class for the 
journey or por tion of the journey as the case may 
be. 

(4) An employee may travel in any class, but 
Board’s assistance shall be limited to the fare of the 
accommodation of the entitled class andjor the lower 
class, to the extent actually used. 

(6) There is no objection to employees normally 
entitled to travel by the I class, travelling also by 
II class in the deluxe air conditioned trains while 
availing themselves of the leave travel concession.
